STRANGE CONDUCT OF THE CHILIAN GOVERN- 
MENT IN REGARD TO THEM. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Jan. 19.—Relative to the 
Chilian Government’s attitude in not permit 
ting the Malmacedist refugees aboard the 
cruiser Yorktown, to leave for foreign ports, 
it now transpires, despite the denial of the 
authorities that they had no knowledge of 
these persons’ departure from the American 
Legation, they ordered detectives to guard 
the passage of the refugees from the railroad 


depot to the Yorktown, thus nting evi. 
dence of the Government’s full knowledge of 
their 1 aboard the vessel.

The latter’s 
four ten-inch guns could deliver 2,000 pounds 
of steel armour piercing sheil on either side, 
and 1,000 pounds directly ahead or astern, 
while her armor about her guns is superior to 
that of the Chillan. 

The Huascar carries two 10-inch muzzie- 
loading Armstrong rifies and two 40- pounder 
Armstrongs. Leaving the Almirante Coch- 
rane tothe Miantonomah, the Boston could 
take care of the Huascar. 

Chili’s finest cruiser is the Esmeralda, of 
3,000 tons displacement. Although of nearly 
the same tonnage as the Boston She outclass- 
es the latter in every other respect. Her 
machinery and magazines ara protected by a 
one-inch steel deck, curving down at the 
sides and ends belowthe water line. Her 
1 on her trial trip was 18% knots 197 
the Boston’s 16%. She carries six 6-inch 
guns, the same number as the Boston, but 
instead of the Boston’stwo 8-inch the Esme- 
ralda has two 10-inch—all breech-loading 
rifies. She also has three torpedo tubes for 
launching Whitehead torpedoes. 

The Baltimore, this authority believes, 
would whip the Esmeralda. The American 
ship has a heavier protective deck, greater 
size, greater speed,an equal number of 6/ 
inch guns and four 8-inch guns instead of two 
10-inch. The weight of metal thrown by these 
four guns is equal to that thrown by the Es- 
meralda's two 10-inch, but as the latter can 
be used in both broadsides at once, wolle 
only two of the Baitimore’s can be used at 
once abeam, the Esmeraidg has an advantage 
of 500 pounds of metal ata single discharge, 
except straight ahead or straight astern, 
when they are on even terms. In a moder- 
ately heavy seaway, however, the Baltimore 
Would steam faster, handle quicker and make 
a much steadier gun platform. 

Ihe Chilian cruisers Presidente Krrazuriz 
and Presidente Pinto are twins of 2,080 tons. 
They have nearly exactly the Esmeraida’s 
length, considerably less beam and a trifie 
more draught. They are built of steel, but 
their bottoms are sheathed with wood and 
then with 24 great advantage to 
cruisers not able to gooften into dock to nave 
their hulls cleaned. Their speed is said to be 
nineteen knots an hour, and they have a coal 
supply enabling them to steam 4,500 miles 
with one coaling. Kach one ig intended to 
have four 6-inch and two 4%-inch breach 
joading Armstrong rifles and tem rapid fre 
and machine guns, Each one fitted for 
three torpedo tubes. 

To offset these vessels take the Newark and 
the San Francisco, pract twins. They 
are nearly twice as largeas Chilian cruis- 
ers, having a displacement of 4,066 tons. 
They carry twelve 6-inch rifles and thirteen 
rapid fire and machine guns each; they have 
equal speed with the Citilans and their coal 
capacity gives them a cruising radius of 10, 
“WU miles. One of the Chitlag vessels can de- 
liver 446 pounds of shell at one discharge in 
broadside, while the Newark can deliver 60 
pounds. The latter would be moderately 
steady in a seaway that would prevent the 
Chillan ships from using their guns at ail. 

tesides the „ — modern ships Chu 
has the Almirante Lynch and the Almirante 
Condell, twin torpedo cruisers of 700 tons 
each. ‘Their guns are three l4- pounder rapid 
fireand four ’-pounder rapid fre guns, but 
their chief weapons of offense are automuobile 
torpedbes. They have a reputed speed of 
twenty-one knots an hour and a cruising 
radius of 2,500 miles. 

Besides these vessels the Chillans havea 
number of wooden ships, but naval officers 
generally argue that the inch batteries of the 
Yorktown, the Benningteg and tue Concord 
would sink or ture the whole lot of them 
without getting In range of the Uhilian guns. 

After thus matching each Chiljlan warship 
with our American vessel, supposed to be 
her superior, there are sti left the following 
United States ships which of themselves 
make a powerful fleet: 

The Charleston—A protected cruiser of 3. 370 tons; 
speed eighteen k ots, carrying two inch and six 6- 
inch breech loading riffes 

The Chicago—4,500 tons; speed, fifteen Knots; car- 
rying four 5-inch and eight 66-inch rifle. 

The Phbiladeiphia—4.400 tons; speed, nineteen 
knots; battery, twelve 6-inch rifles. 

The Atianta—3,200 tons; speed, sixteen Ruots; 
battery, two s-inch and six 6-inch rifles 

The Volphin—1,.465 tons; speed, tfteen knots; 
battery, one 6-inch rifle.

This demand brought. out the following 
response from the Chilian Minister of For- 
e'gn Affairs, Senor Matta, which closely fol 
lows the line drawn by Elaine in his reply to 
Italy in the New Orleans Mafia affair: 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs replies that the 
Government of the United States formulates de- 
mands and advances threats, that, without being 
cast back with acrimony, are not ecceptable, nor 
could they be accepted in the present case or 
in any other of nature.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE DEAD DUKE’S

The Queen Will Not Attend in Person— 
Many Expressions of Sympathy and 
Condolence Received—The Disastrous 
Sweep of Influenza—France Opposing

Replying to a message of condolence from 
the Chapter of Westminister, the Queen ex- 
pressed her gratitude, and conveyed her sin- 
cere condolence on the death of Cardinal 
Manning, which she deeply deplores. 

The Prince of Wales, in a message to the 
Chapter of Westminster, says: ‘‘The Prin- 
cess of Wales and I deeply appreciate and 
are grateful forthe Uhapter’s warm sympa- 
thy. I had the pleasure ofa close acquaint- 
ance with Cardinal Manning, and found him 
always a most loyal and steady friend ana 
supporter of the royal familly. I greatly ro- 
gret his loss and am deeply touched by the 
kind words he used about my son.’’ 

The Prince of Wales has sent to the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin a telegram in reply to the 
resolutions adopted by the Dublin corpora- 
tion condoling with him and his family on 
the death of the Duke of Clarence and Avon- 
dale. His Royal ‘Highness in his message 
says: ‘‘I and the Princess of Wales are 
deeply touched by the resolutions of condol- 
ence adopted by the corporation of Dublin.

“AWAY BELOW ZERO. 


The Northwest Swept by a Stinging Cold 
Wave. 


KAKSAS CITY, Jan. 19.—This was the coldest 
morning in Kansas City that the oldest in- 
habitant remembers. The thermometer in 
the signal station made it 18 deg. below 
zero, while other thermometers in less shel- 
tered locations registered all the way from 
20 deg. to 23. deg. below. There was no wind 
and the cold was ot the quiet, intense var- 
loty that did its work before its victims had 
any idea that it was very cold. This 
weather seems particularly severe because it 
comes so seldom that no one expects 
it or makes preparation for it. The greatest 
sufferers were the gripmen on the cable cars. 
Many of them were obliged to put on substi- 
tutes after 10 o’clock on account of frozen 
hands and feet. The weather moderated 
somewhat at noon and the thermometer reg- 
istered only 10 deg. below.

. FIRES. 


Twenty-five Electric Motor Cars Burned— 
Other Losses. 

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 19.—A fire which started 
at 1% o’clock this morning destroyed the 
car-house of the Toledo Electric Street Rall- 
way Oo. on Canton avenue. There were be- 
tween twenty-five and thirty electric motor 
cars in the house at the time, and all were 


destroyed. The building was a one-story 
brick about 890x100 feet in size, and nothing is 
left standing but the walls. Exact figures 
are not yet available, but the loss on bulid- 
ing and Cars will reach at least $100,000, with 
an insurance of about $80.000. 

The fire was caused by the accidental over- 
turning of a kerosene lamp which was left in 
one of the cars a short time before. In an 
instant the car was in a blaze, and owing to 
the inflammable character of the cars and the 
interior ofthe bullamg the flames soon got 
beyond the control of the fire department. 
Twenty-six cars in all were destroyed. The 
loss on the building and cars is $125,000, with 
a total insurance of $60,000. This fire will 
seriously cripple the rapid transit system for 
atime. The company has only ten cars now 
to operate, these being in a car-house in an- 
Other part of the city.

Supervisor O Reilly Proposes a Treaty 
With the Municipal Company. 


— — 


THE CONTRACT MUST ‘BE ALTERED TO 
PROTECT THE CITY. — 


— 


He Suggests a Conference Between the 
Company’s Officials and the City Com- 
missioners — Defects in the Contract 
Wnat Hurt the.Lighting System—Com- 
mercial Work forbidden. 


Supervisor of City Lighting Andrew J. 
O'Reilly is just as much dissatisfied with the 
contract between St. Louis and the Munici- 
palgompany as President R. A. McDonald 
and Broker James Campbell are. The Super- 
visor, ofcourse, has a different reason for 
his dissatisfaction. He wantsto get some 
way to force the compapy to put up the 
lamps the city needs. To-day he wrote a let- 
ter toh friend of his, George E. Willis. who 
is much interested in the situation, propos- 
ing a new plan for a compromise between the 
city and the company. 

SUPT. O’REILLY’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The most serious cause of complaint with 
the Municipal Electric Lighting & Power 
Co., Supervisor O'Reilly writes, is their 
failure to put up the lights ordered. The 
penalty for this failure, or to comply in any 
other respect with their contract, is for the 
Board of Public Improvements to withhold 
their approval of the vouchers to cover the 
payment of the previous month’s lighting. 
The result of such action on the part of the 
Board of Public Improvements, I could but 
guess. Probably the company could in turn 
refuse to pay their employes. This would 
certainly result in a strike; there being no 
provision in the contract permitting the city 
to use this money in paying these employes, 
neither can it be used in the purchase of 
material necessary for carrying out parts of 
the contract that the company fails to com- 
ply with, unless the contract be declared for- 
teited. 

**Should the contract be forfeited and the 
city undertake to operate the plant, a very 
peculiar state of affairs would occur. The 
city could not in justice deprive the commer- 
cial consumer of light without giving him 
proper notice, neither can the city engage in 
the commercial electric lighting withouta 
specialact of the Lezisiature, or a charter 
amendment. The plant would fora time be 
run jointly » ee company and the city. 
There would a continual contention be- 
tween the operatives employed by the city 
and those employed for the commercial 
lighting by the company, as to which dyna- 
mos should be used, amount of coal furnished 
by either, and other matters, that would 
keep the rd of Public Improvements in 
continual session for weeks to settle such dis- 
putes, without satisfying either the com- 
munity or the commercial consumer. These 
are small matters, itis true. but neverthe- 
less, are practical points to be considered. 

“The station, although one of the largest 
in the country, is not the most substantial. 
Each department inthe design and erection 
ofthis immense plant, was not done under 
the control of one man but under the super- 
vision of several almost independent super- 
intehdents, each jealous of his own ideas, 
yielding but little to those of his colleagues— 


that of another, and it was discov- 
ered that more time could not be wasted. In 
settling internal disputes. the managers 
determined on a man to fill Inthe details 
and put the plantin workingorder. A sta 
tion erected under these conditions could not 
be all that might be desired, and some acci- 
dent may cause its complete wreck in a few 
seconds. This shows the necessity of a dupli- 
cate station, one practically independent of 
the other, and built on the experience had in 
the erection and two years’ operation of the 
present one, 

That the company may be compelled to 
furnish a duplicate station, pay a fine for 
every day a light is not erected after being 
ordered thirty days, specify the current, 
voltage, quality of carbons, etc., would re- 
quire a reconsideration of some of the sec- 
tions of the contract, which are now 
very favorable to the city. These changes 
can only be effected by a conference between 
the company, and the authorities of thecity 
empowered to consider suchmatters.’’ 

SOMETHING MUST BE DONE. 

Supervisor O’ Rielly understands that his re- 
opening ef the subject may be criticised, but 
he is convinced that heisright. ‘‘Something 
must be done with that contract. says he; 
we can’t go on eight years more with 
affairs in this shape. We must look at the 
matter like business men.

Should the news be sent out that if im- 
mediate aid were not given to men, women 
and children iu this city who had failen 
victims toa disaster they Would be sub- 
jected to intense suffering and perhaps 
fatal consequences, it would be an pasy 
matter to secure a strong relief force and 
abundant means for their aid. 

Not less pressing than this contingency 
in the need of immediate help is the situ- 
ation among the poor of this city, The 
heavy fall of snow and the prolongation of 
severe cold weather, with the prevalence 
of disease, have combined to vastly in- 
crease the distress of the city’s poverty- 
‘stricken people. Lines of industry are 
interrupted and opportunities of obtaining 
employment are thus taken away, the 
added necessities of a continued cold spell 
exhaust slender wages and families are de- 
prived of their means of support through 
the illness of their workers. In ordinary 
circumstances the less poor neighbors of 
the very poor aid them, but now all of their 
earnings are needed for their own multi- 
plied wants. Thus the season miakes 
heavier calls upon supplies and intensifies 
the suffering from the lack of them. Cold 
and hunger abide in the habitations of the 
poor. Sick fathers and mothers, them- 
selves suffering for food and warmth, must 
listen in helpless agony to the cries of 
starving. and freezing children. Gaunt 
and ill-clad women and children haunt the 
station-houses and shiver in the streets 
seeking relief for themselves and their 


families. 

The Post- DISPATCH has published long 
lists of families and persons who are abso- 
lutely destitute and must die if not given 
aidatonce. They areonly a part of the 
suffering throng. The Post-DISPATCH, as 
it does etery winter, is serving as the 
medium through which contributions of 
benevolent people reach the destitute. It 
is willing to give all the service possible to 
the cause. But ordinary methods are in- 
adequate to the situation. It is an emer- 
gency vase. A special relief organization 
should be formed through which those 
who have time and means can utilize both 
to the immediate aid of the distressed.

There has never been any 
trouble about the repewal of the dramshop 
license, under which the business is con- 
ducted. Presumably, in July of each year, 
the proprietor of that saloon has filed, 
with his application for a renewal 
of the license, the proper petition for same, 
signed by a majority of the assessed tax- 
payers of that block, which the law provides 
shall be filed with the City Collector beforea 
dramshop license can be legally issued. The 
assessed taxpayers of that block, running on 
the north side of Chestnut, from Seventh to 
Sixth streets, are principally real estate 
dealers who have their offices in the biock, 
and who pay taxes on real estate, office 
furniture, etc. It is now reported 
to the Post-Disrpatca that for sev 
eral years past these assessed tax- 
payers of the block wherein Mr. Neider- 
weiser’s saloon is situated have not been 
asked tosign the petition necessary for Nied- 
erweiser to obtain a dram-shop license, and 
investigation made by a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter to-day confirms that story. Of a num- 
ber of the business occupants of the block 
seen this morning there was not one who re- 
membered having been asked for at least 
three years past to sign Mr. Niederwelser’s 
petition for a dram-shop license. This fact 
was impressed upon their minds 
by the second fact that regularly 
each year they have been asked 


proprietor of the saloon at the northwest cor- 
ner of Sixth and Chestnut streets. Such a 
fact caused some wonderment, it is said, as 
to how the Niederweiser license managed to 
be so regularly renewed. 

There was no objection raised to the saloon, 
and none to the regular annual renewal of its 
license. It has always been an orderly and 
well- conducted piace and none of the resi- 
dents of that block made any complaints 
about it on that issue. The only question 
discussed by them was that of the pecullar 
methods prevailing in Collector Ziegenhein’s 
office whereby it was apparentiy necessary 
for one saloon proprietor in the block to get 
the requisite signatures fora renewal of his 
license, while another saloon proprietor was 
to all appearances relieved from that neces- 
sity. The method looked like favoritism to 
one saloon-keeper at the expense of another. 

A CONFESSION FROM ZIEGENHEIN. 

Itso chances that the matter has been 
D investigated by a citizen occupy- 

ng an office in that block, and with some 
what significant results. Among those seen 
this morning was J. H. Terry of the real 
estate firm of Terry & Scott of 621 Chestnut 
street. Judge Terry said toa Post-DISPATCH 
reporter to-day: 

1 have not heard of Niederweiser getting 
the necessary signatures in this block for 
some years past, but his dram-shop license 
has been regularly renewed each year. I 
have never been asked to sign the petition, 
and I have before this mentiined the fact that 
there did not seem to be any petition circu- 
lated for signatures. On its face, the matter 
would indicate that it is not always necessary 
to present such a petition in order to get a 
license renewed. Andfrom what I personally 
learned at Collector Ziegenhein’ s Office, I 
believe this to be a fact.

TUTE SOME JEWELRY. 


William Loeffel Secures a Reveisal of the 
Circuit Court’s Decision~—Property 
Taken From a Prisener and Returned 
to Him Must be Made 
Cases in Court. 


The Court of Appeals handed down four- 
teen opinions to- day, reversing in them six 
of the decisions of the Circuit Court. The 
most important decision rendered was in the 
case of William Loeffel against ex-Sherif 
John H. Pohlman, 

The suit was dn action brought before a 
Justice of the Peace by Loeffel to recover 888, 
the value of some jewelry found on a pris - 
oner afterwards sent to the penitentiary. 
The property had been bought from Loeffell, 
who was a jeweller, by the prisoner, whose 
name was Blinker, alias Williams, on credit. 
The goods consisted of a gold watch and 
chainand gold ring set with two stones. 
Blinker, it was shown at the trial, had stolen 
a certificate of deposit issued by the Interna- 
tional Bank of St. Louis to one Walliman, 
and represented to Loeffell that he was 
Walliman, and left the certificate with 
Loeffel as security for the jewelry. 
After Blinker had gone Loeffel sent his son 
to the Dank with the certifiate to see if it was 
all right, but sent back word thatthe cen - 
cate was stolen. Blinker was arrested on 
the same day and Loeffel was notified by the 
police. 

He called at the station but the police re- 
fused to give him the jewelry, stating it was 
needed as evidence against the prisoner. 
Blinker pieaded guilty to forging Wal- 
liman’s name to another § certificate 
and was sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. The Police Department 
turned over the jewelry to the Sheriff to- 
gether with the prisoner. A short time be- 
fore Blinker was sent to Jefferson City he 
sent to the Sheriff in charge asying for the 
jewelry which was restored to him. He sold 
the watch, it is stated, to Otto L. 
Dierberger, who was then confined at 
the Four Courts on a charge ot 
killing John Horn and who was released a 
few days subsequently. 

When Loeffel came to demand his property 
it was not to be had,and he brought suit 

equines the sheriff for the value of the goods. 

The case was decided in favor ofthe Serif 
in the Circuit Court, but the Court of Appeals 
reverses the decision. The decision by the 
Court of a ~ was written by Judge 
Thompson, in passingon the matter 
says: 
When the —— notified the police of 
his right in srppect ¢ of the goods and put them 
in possession of full information as to the 
facts, they became his bailees in respect of 
them, subject to the obligations ee away 
upon them by the laws relating to prosecu- 
tion of criminals; that when without value 
the turned the goods, together 
wit the custod the prisoner, 
over to the sheri they transferred the 
bailment tohim; that subject to whatever 
right he may have had under the criminal 
laws to retain them to be used against the 
prisoner he was bound to know his ballor. 
and that when heturned the goods over to 
the thief, thus assisting him to commit a 
second larceny of them, he was guilty ofa 
conversion and became answerable to the 
plaintif® in damages. The judgment of the 
Oircuit Court is reversed and th e cause re- 
manded. 

The case was tried in Judge Dillon’s divis- 
jon of the Circuit Court. enry Kor un 
represented Loeffel in the case, and Ford 
Smith defended the suit. 

A LIQUOR CASE REVERSED.

‘The case is from Ozark County 
and is an action on information charging 
Harris, a druggist, with the unlawful sale of 
liquor. He was convicted in Ozark 
County and sentenced to y a fine of

mands the case for a new trial. The 
reasons for reversing the decision 
is because of defects in the information, 
which fails to set forth that the liquor was 
not sold on a doctor’s prescription.
